senate. Tho president has announced 
-. that as soon as possible after the pas- 
sago ottho bin ho will enter Into ne- 
Eotiations :vtth foreign countries to 
eocuro tho moat advantageous trade 
relations and tariffs for this country. 
Tho Payne commission la to con- 
sist of five members, not more than 
three of any one political party, to 
bo appointed by tho president and 
confirmed by the senate. To mako It 
a continuing body* the terms of the 
first members shall bo two, three, 
four, five and sir years, and thero- 
after all torms shall be for six years. 
-Tho salary of the chairman will bo 
$7,500 and the other commissioners 
$7,000 a year. 

Chairman Underwood, of tho ways 
and means committee, who Monday 
Introduced la tho house tho Demo- 
cratic tariff bill as amended by tho 
Democratic caucus, called the Repub- 
lican members of tho committee to 
alt Tuesday with tho Democratic 
members for consideration of and a 
vote on the bill. Ho hopes to bring 
tho bill up In the house Wednesday 
and to reach his agreement with the 
Republican leaders ftfr its Immediate 
consideration and debate.-

A huge throng of Romans congre- 
gated In St. Peter's square Friday 
to watch for tho ascension of the star 
over tho cupola above tho papal 
apartments, which was predicted by 
Madame TJebes, a French clairvoyant, 
would occur and signify the recovery 
ofthe pope. The star did not appear, 
and the eversuperstltlous Italians 
drew tho augury from that that the 
pope's Illness will have a fatal end- 
ing.

placo at Hartford on April 14. 

Mr. Morgan's will was fllod for pro- 
bate Monday.

Washington, April 18.— Freo raw 
wool was voted Wednesday by tho 
Democratic caucus. This places tho 
tariff bill dictated by President Wil- 
son and Secretary Brj'an out of dan- 
ger of material change by tho houso 
Democrats. Underwood organized tho 
fight against a duty on wool and won, 
190 to 42. 

Freo wool means a loss of about 
118,000.000 a -year In revenue.

How One Measure Would Injurs 

Peopio of Orient 

Washington, AprU 22.— Secretary 
Bryan on Saturday telegraphed to Gov- 
ernor Johnson of California request* 
Ing htm to withhold his signature 
from {iny antl-allen land legislation 
passed by the California leglslaturo 
which might be in violation of treaties 
between the United Stales and Japan. 

"The president desires mo to say." 
Mr. Bryan's message read, "that 
while ho fully recognizes tho right of 
tho people of California to legislate 
according to their Judgment on tho 
subject of land tenure, he feels It his 
duty to urge a recognition of the In- 
tomitlonal character of such legisla- 
tion. 

"Being anxious to preserve and 
strengthen tho long-standing friendly 
relations existing between this coun- 
try and tho nations of tHo Orient he 
very respectfully, but most earnestly, 
advises against the use of tho words 
'Ineligible to citizenship.' Ho asks 
that you bring this view to tho atten- 
tion of the legislature. 

"He believes the senate bill, as tele- 
graphed to the department of state, Is 
greatly to he preferred. That blU 
limited ownership to citizens and to 
those who had declared their Inten- 
tion to become citizens. 

Tho telegroms ond other Informa- 
tion from ofllclnl circles indicate 
clearly that the provisions in the as- 
sembly bill by which aliens "ineligible 
to citizenship" Would bo prohibited 
from owning land wero regarded as a 
distinct discrimination against Jap- 
anese, who are denied the right of 
naturalization. The language of the 
senate bill restricting ownership of 
land to citizens of the United States or 
"aliens who have declared their In- 
tention of be coming citizens" Is ap- 
proved by tho president as he has 
discovered that this is tho phraseol- 
ogy of statutes In force In Now York, 
Deleware, Kansas, Minnesota. Ken- 
tucky, Washington, Missouri and the 
District of Columbia. 

All these laws make It impossible 
for Japanese to own land until they 
aro ablo to declare their Intention of 
becoming citizens, a privilege which 
the lower courts have not given them 
on 'the ground that they were not 
••of white or African descent"

New Haven.— One bf the smallest 
churches in this country is the Parker 
(Conn.) A. M. E. Zion church of Meri- 
don, its membership numbering but 
seven regular members with an aver-, 
age attendance at church of about 
fifteen persons. 

The smalloBt of the congregation 
has always been a puzzle to those In- 
terested In tho church. It has been 
organzlcd slncce 1890, but never 
seems to grow any larger despite the 
efforts of revivalists arid well-known 
colored organizers who havo visited 
the church for the purpose of buUdlng 
it up. 

During Its twenty-two years of exist- 
ence many preachers have been as- 
signed to tho pastorate, but owing to 
the smallucss of the congregation of 
lato years It has boen imposslblo to 
raise enough money to pay the preach- 
er for bis services. 

At tho last mooting of tho Methodist 
conference the question of tho Parker 
church was discussed at length by tho 
delegates. Schomo aftor scheme for 
tho building up of the impoverished 
treasury, and the congregation, were 
discussed, but none seemed feasible. 
W. C. Andrews, a lay preacher hold- 
ing a pastorate Ii^ Providence on a 
salary, then came forward and offered 
his services as a preachor. 

Leaving his family , behind, the 
preacher went to Merlden^ whore ho 
assumed charge. Inasmuch as ho had 
no Income, It become compulsory up- 
on him to provide a roof for hlmsoU. 
Securing some old boards and tim- 
bers, the preacher buUt a small room 
on the roar of the church.^ For weeks 
ho labored from morning to night until 
at last he had for himself a cozy 
homo at no expense to the church, 
'*Dotermlnod stUl' further that the 
church would not have to support him, 
ho cast around for a suitable position 
whereby ho could earn enough to live 
on. Mr. Andrews was not afraid of 
work, and prominent business men of 
Morlden who had heord of his offorlsi 
and his' sacrlflco secured. f or blm a ^ 
position with the Mermen Gas com 
pany OS a porter. 



Here six days in the week the 
preacher toils as a porter, in the af- 
ternoons and evenings he gets out and 
works among his parishioners, pei^ 
forming all tho duties of a minister, 
such OS vislthig tho sick and offlciat 
Ing at marriages and funerals. 

Bent on performing service to his 
congregation, Mr. Andrews, however, 
shuns all publicity .and performs hlr 
good deeds without making finuwn his 
work.

The writer, 
who lives near Davldnon, Sask., says 
they got from 30 to 35 bushels of wheat 
per aero, GO bushels of oats and about 
20 bushels of flax. AU homesteads are 
taken In the vicinity, but wild land 
can ho bought at reasonable figures. 
Word from Alberta gives the Infor- 
mation that up to the a2nd of February 
there wore eighty-four and a quarter 
hours of bright sunshino, but that did 
not corao up to tho corrcBporjdlng 
month of 1912. when the meteorolog- 
ical department registered 120 hours 
for tho 2D days. 

. February was exceptionally flno all 
through, but 1912 went one bolter, and 
was a glorious month. However, tak- 
ing tho weather generally throughout 
tho northern hemlsphtiro, February has

Illinois dairy manufacturers are co- 
operating wlth-the Btato university for 
the betterment of their art 

At tho creamery short course held 
ot tho IIlinoiB agricultural college re- 
cently the enrollment was larger than 
ever before, which goes to show tho 
Increased Interest In this branch of tho 
dairy industry. The men registered In 
this courso were creamery butter- 
makers and managers. 

Tho first week of this three weeks* 
courso was given to creamery prac- 
tice, butter composition and dairy 
bacteriology. The second- week cover- 
ed the different methods of testing but- 
ter for fat moisture and salt One 
part of tlie work that proved moat 
Interesting was the use of the analy- 
sis of tho butter In checking tho pro- 
duct so as to determine the looses 
which tend to decrease tho overrun. 
The mechanical losses and butter com- 
position with relation to overrun wore 
closely studied. The monthly scoring 
contest took place during the second 
week and the buttormakers had an op- 
portunlty of scoring and studying tho 
defects of Illinois creamery butter. 



The third and last week of tho course 
was given to creamery accounting. 
The records which apply to tho vari- 
ous methods of conducting creamery 
buslneflfl were explained. The stu- 
dents were convinced that tho success 
of any creamery depends largely upon 
tho systematic and buslness-like meth- 
ods of thut creamery, Two days were 
given to tho study of mechanical re- 
frigeration, hollers and engines. This 
part of tho work was given by spe- 
cialists from the engineering experi- 
ment station. 

. Instruction was requested regarding 
tho manufacture of soft cheese and 
commercial buttermUk; American 
neufchatel and cottage cheese was 
made. Practice was given In tho man- 
"ufacture of commercial buttermilk and 
cultured milk, using B. bulgarlcus and 
lactic acid propagation. 

During tho. course lectures were 
given on tho results of tho, cow test- 
ing as'soclatlons ;n Illinois, silo con- 
struction, milk production and feed- 
ing dairy cattle. I^cctures and demon- 
strations wero also given in cattle. 
Judging. The creamery management 
lectures •wero.glven by N. W. Hepburn. 
The courso was In charge of L. It 
Lang, with H. A. Hucho assisting.

Tho American white elm U doubt- 
Icaa the favorite shade tree through- 
out IlllnolB, It 1b especially valued- for 
Us broad and ample ahado, Ita fairly 
rapid growth, Us usual freedom from 
ofCenslvo Insects, and Its atout realat- 
ance to Injury by wind and storms 
and sleet; and It la universally lyl- 
mlred. albo, for Us majestic yet grace- 
ful form. Us picturesque profile, and 
the Irregular, cloudlike maasea of Us 
foliage. It la particularly well adapt- 
ed to streets, boulevards and park 
drives; and an avenue of giant bima 
whoso lateral branches arch broadly 
upwards to meet and mingle over- 
head Is one of the noblest products of 
tho landacapegardener'a art, 

I especially regret, therefore, to 
have to coll general attention to a fa- 
tal affection of this tree now prevail- 
ing over a large part of southern lUI- 
nola. similar to, and apparently identi- 
cal with, one which destroyed many 
elms In the central part of tho state 
some thirty years ago. The charac- 
ter, oxtent^and cause of this destruc- 
tion are such aa to make It plain 
either that the elm must receive more 
Intelligent and asslduoua . care and 
treatment than It has heretofore had 
In this state, or that It must yield Us 
place to Bomo tree more hardy under 
conditions which It has Itaelf failed 
to support. 

The elm diacaae (If such It may be 
called) now prevalent Is.llrat noticed 
from early summer to autumn — the 
leaves, first ou the termlnol twigs, 
and later on tho larger branches, ceaa- 
Ing their growth, turning brown, and 
finally falling. This Iobs la presently 
followed by the death of the branches 
themselves, as Is ahown the following 
spring when the reat of tho tree 
leaves out Uaually the higher 
branches are first affected, but the 
whole top soon aeema to blight, and 
In a year or two the tree la dead. 
Sometimes this process Is grcaUy 
shortened, and scores of trees may 
poflsh within a single year after the 
first effects are noticed; ' and some- 
times, on the other hand, it la greatly 
longthoried, extending through five or 
six years, and, In mild cases, even end- 
Ipg In recovery. Although there may 
be no deOnltft sign of Inse'ct Injury 
ftnywhero. It Is most commonly tho 
Also that a thorough search of the 
trunk and larger branches will show 
batches of. dead bark under which 
there are twq or more kinds ot bur- 
rowing Insect larvae, or borers. The 
roots of these trees are. often alfeeted 
Boniewhat as the branohea are; that 
iB, the amallor. terminal, so-called 
Ceodlng roots die and dry up progres- 
sively, the prooess extending to the 
larger roots and the base of tho 
trunk. 

Practically Identical reports of In- 
Jury havo. been received this year, 
either from my own . aBalstanta or 
from ofHco correspondenta, from Cairo, 
Carbondalo. Centralla. Clayton, Du 
Quoin, Edwardsvlllo, 'Fairfield, Gala- 
tlo. McLeahsboro,. Mount Vernon, 
Qnlnoy, IlobtnBon, Sumner-ond Von- 
dalla — fourteen towns scattered 
through thirteen counties of southern 
and western nilnols. BoubUess a crit- 
ical examination of elm trees in towns 
and on private premises' elsewhere 
would dlBclose an even more general 
oocurronce of this trouble. 



The condlUon of tho roots described 
above and a general Infestation of the 
trunk and larger branches by borers 
are found together at<^the same time 
and place, 'and usually In the same 
treea. The well-known .'diapoaltlon of 
tho borers generally, and especially 
of the elm tree borer, to Infeat first 
and moat freely treea already suffer 
,lng from some other cause, adds to 
our uncertainty concerning the share 
which these two causes may take In 
the destruction of our elms. ' It la 
probable that sometimes one la pri- 
mary, and sometimes the other. Tho 
root Injury may como to a tree al- 
ready Infested by borera, or the bor^ 
ers may come to Infest a tree already 
infected at the roota, each Injury In- 
tensifying the other, and .both togeth- 
er destroying trees which might sur- 
vivo either alone. Even elm treea In 
the forest are more or less affected by 
tho round-head borer and other In- 
sects of similar habit. 

Tho truth la that our shade trees 
have commonly been treated as if, 
tinlike any other crop wo raise, they 
needed neither care nor cultivation, 
but once set out would take care of 
themaelveB forever. This la not true. 
OB we now know, for even forest trees 
growing under native conditions; and 
It is peculiarly false for trees planted 
In more or le^a unnatural altuatlons. 
and fo;* thoao whose original sur- 
rouhdinga have been changed materi- 
ally for the worse. Here eapoclally 
the elm must be watched and cared 
for, fed, watered and protected, re- 
lieved from tho attacks of Its Insect 
enemies, and surgically treated to heal 
the wounds they have made. 

The main effort must be at first to 
supply to endangered trees, and espe- 
cially to those beglnnnlng to faU, the 
water and plant food, a lack of which 
Is tho most serious feature of their 
sltuaUon. Well-rotted Btablo manure 
Bprood geno;-ouBly around the tree as 
for aa Its roots extend, with on occa- 
sional free watering of tho soil during 
periods of Bevere drought, will meet 
these requirements. 

When It la necessary to trim a tree, 
BUperfluous 'branches should be out 
or Bawed amoothly away at their very 
beginning. To cut or hack them off 
Irregularly, leaving projecting atubs 
to dry up and decay, is elmply to In- 
vite the attack of borei^ by offering 
them a favorable place for the depoalt 
of their eggs. R}r tho Bamo roaaon 
dead, dying or badly Injured Umba 
ahould be prompUy cut out and 
burned. 

Thla la aa good a place as any to 
enter an emphatic protest against tho 
practice of pollarding trees llko the 
elms, not only because 'their natural 
beauty Is forever destroyed by the 
process, but alao because the tree la 
peculiarly exposed by It to fatal In- 
featatlon by Its moat destrucUve In- 
sect enemies. 

Further proteoUon against borers 
may bo given by a thick coat of paint 
applied to cut surfaces and repeated 
after the first coat Is dry. Any paint 
wUl do which is.made of linseed oil 
and lead. Ordtnhry ready-made paints 
are nearly useless for this purpose, 
since they are likely to crack and 
scale off. As a general preventative 
of borer Infestation, the trunk of the 
tree and tho larger branches may be 
painted with a mixture Intended to 
prevent the laying of the eggs.
